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THE SITUATION IN SAMOA. 


CONGRESSMAN MORROW FAVORS ACTIVE 
INTERFERENCE BY OUR GOVERNMENT. 


The Navy Department Likewise Disposed— 
Senator Sherman’s Important Amend- 
mentsto the Diplomatic and Consular 

* Appropriation Bill-New York Custom- 
House Removals—Bond Offerings—Con- 
gressional Proceedings — Washington 
News. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 2.—Repre- 
sentative Morrow of California, in speaking of 
the situationin Samoa, last night, said: ‘‘I 
have always been in favor of the active inter- 
ference of our Government in behalf ot the 
rights of American citizens at Samoaand the 
independent autonomy of the Samoan Govern- 
ment ever since I have been in Congress. Ido 
not know what course the Administration will 
take now; don’t know what action the {Senate 
willtake. I think the solution of the whole 
question would be obtained by a resolution of 
Congress requesting the Administration to 
insist upon the status quo as it 
existed at the time of the conference in this 
city between representatives from England, 
Germany and the United States in the fall of 
1877, that we have a right too under all the 
tenets of international laws and precedents, 
and we are perfectly justified in insisting upon 
that course. By taking up the subject at that 
point the difficulties might be adjusted with- 


out any trouble ensuing between the two Gov- 
ernments. Our interests in Samoaare stronger 
than those of any foreign power, and 1, for 
one, am in favor of protecting them. 

The attitude of the Navy Department in the 
Samoan matter is wellknown here in official 
circles. Secretary Whitney is in favor ofa 
vigorous action, and as has been mentioned in 
these dispat@Mes be has expedited the s¢nd- 
ing of wars He was in favor of pursuing 
the same policy toward Germany as he did in 
the matter of the seizure of the Haytien Re-

The Swaim Retirement Fiasco. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 23. — The 
question of a change in the head of the 
Bureau of Military Justice for the present 
seems to be settled by the report of the Army 
Board that Gen Swaim is not incapacitated to 


such an extent as to call for his retirement. 
This will probably postpone action in his 
case for about a year and a halt when he can 
be retired on account of his service of thirty 
years. Ihe failure of the present occasion 
seems to have arisen from Gen. Swaim resist- 
ing retirement after the board was convened, 
from the fear thatin some way he was to be 
set aside without clearing his record. He was 
willing to be retired if the President would 
remit his sentence. This was included in all 
requests made to the President by his counsel. 
The only note Gen. Swaim received in the 
matter was an order to appear before a retir- 
ing board. As there was no notice of a remis- 
sion ot sentence, be became fearful that this 
might not be forthcoming. This is believed 
to have prompted him to resist retirement be- 
fore the board until be could be satisfied that 
he was to receive full pardon. On the other 
hand, it seems certain that the President 
intended to proceed according to the under- 
standing with Swaim’s friends, but that he 
regarded the first step in order to ascertain 
officially, through a board, that Swaim was a 
proper subject for retirement. 


Ame@rican Interests in Samoa. 


WASHINGTON, January 23.—Senator Sher- 
man this morning, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, reported the following 
amendments to the diplomatic and consular 


appropriation, designed to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States in Samoa: 

For the execution of the obligations and 

the protection of the interests of the United 
States existing under the treaty between the 
United States and the Government of 
the Samoan Islands $500,000,or so much there— 
of as may be necessary to be expended under 
the direction of the President, this appropria- 
tion to be immediately available. 
For the survey, improvement and occupa- 
tion of the bey and harbor of Pogopago in the 
Island of Tutulla, Samoa, and for the construc- 
tion of the necessary wharves and buiidings 
for such occupation and fora coaling station 
thereon, under the direction of the President, 
$100,000, this appropriation to be immediately 
available. i

THE CREMATORY FIRE. 


Partial Destruction of the Building — The 
Furnaces Still Uninjured. 


The Missouri Crematory, on Sublette ave- 
nue, was partially destroyed by fire at 9:30 
o’clock last night. The watchman, Charies 
Ruppel, and some of the residents in the 
vicinity saved some of the urns cohtaining the 
ashes of the dead, and those that could not be 
removed were not injured. Four were resting 
in niches so bigh that they could 


not be reached without a ladder. 
Two of them fell, but were unbroken, 
and the other two are still in their places. 
The crematory, which was composed of one 
large room. and two ante-rooms located over 
the basement where the furnaces were 
erected, was completed in March, 1888, aol 
cost $20,000. 

Yesterday afternoon word was sent to} the 
crematory to make preparations for the 
cremation of the remains of Peter F. Maas, 
who died at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 
At 3:30 o’clock the body was introduced into 
the furnace. The basement was visited at 
5:30 and again at 6:300’clock. When it was 
found that the 8 was almost incinerated 
the fires were left to burn down. The watch- 
man reports that at 9:30 the fire was nearly 
out when he discovered a blaze over the south- 
west corner of the buliding, which was on fire.

combustible material in the buliding, aod 


when it was consumed the fire had nothing 
more to feedon. The furnaces are likewise 
uninjured, and they will be ready for inciner- 
ations to-morrow. The watchman is of the 
opinion that the fire was caused by a defective 
flue into which some of the wood supports had 
been builtand by which the flames passed 
into the space tween the ceiling and the

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A WIFE 
INTO HER PROPERTY NOW. 


Judge Withrow’s Decision To-Day in a Case 
Which Is the Second of the Kind Ever 
Tried in This Country—A Bull Terrier’s 
Reputation in Court—Legal Notes and 
Doings in the Courts. 


Judge Withrow rendered a decision this 
morning in the case of the State to the use of 
Frankie Huffington and George B. Huming - 
ton against Charles F. Walther et al., a case 
which has become somewhat celebrated be- 
cause of its curious complications and the 
fact that there has been only one other case 
like it in this country. Mrs. Huffington was 
Miss Menges and one of her father’s heirs. 
She married before she was of age 
and is yet a minor. The administrator 
has settied the estate and desires to pay her 
her portion, but she is stillan infantand can- 
not release him from liability on his bond, 
and being a married woman, a curator or 
guardian cannot be appointed for her. This 
sult was brought to see if a way could be 
found to close the affairs of the estate by giv- 


ing her her portion and releasing the admin- 
istrator, Judge Withrow’s opinion was as 
follows: 

The petition in this case sets forth substan- 
tially the following state of facts: That the 

laintiffis are husband and wife; that Mrs. 

kie Huffington is the daughter of John J. 
—.— deceased, and thatthe defendant, 
0 ea F. Walther, is the administrator of 
her father’s estate. Mrs. Huffiington is a 
minor and win not attain her majority 
for nearly two years. A final settiement 
of said estate was made in March, 1888, and 
the Probate Court ordered the administrator 
to pay over to her certain reonal property 
of the value of $3,633.66. The defendants have 
in ed a demurrer to this petition on two 
grounds: 

First. That laintif? Frankie Huffington 
bas not the legal capacity to sue, and 
second, thatthe petition does not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. 

Under the common law, by the marriage the 
husband acquired an absolute, unqualified 
right to his wife's personal property, to her 
choses in action when reduced to possession 
and tothe possession of her realjestate. III. 
Keat’s Commentaries, Chapj28. } 

But this rule has not prevailed in Missouri 
since the passage of the act of 1875, which was 
intended to secure the property rights of mar- 
ried women. [R. 8. Mo. 1879, Sec. 3,206. Acts 
of 1883, Pennsylvania, 113. } 

It provides that Any personal property in- 
cluding rights in action belonging to any 
woman at her marriage, or which may have 
come to her during coverture, by gift, bequest 
or inheritance, or by purchase with her sep- 
arate money or means; or be due as the wages 
of her separate labor, or have grown out of 
any Violation of her personal rights, shall 
gether with all income, increase and profits 
thereof, be and remain her separate property 
and under her sole control and shall not 
be liable to be taken dy any rocess 
ot law for the debts ot der husband. This 
section shall not affect the title of any husband 
to any personal property reduced to his pos- 
séssion with express assent of his wife; pro- 
vided, that said personal property shall not be 
deemed to have been reduced to possession by 
the husband by his use, occupancy, care 
or protection thereof; but the same shall re- 
maln her separate property unless by the 
terms of said assentin writing full authority 
shall have been given by the wife to the hus- 
band to sell,incumber or otherwise dispose of 
the same for his own use and benefit.’’ * * * 

The adoption of this section worked a de- 
cided change in the law and a married woman 
(upon attaining her majority) may now dis- 
pose of any such property in the same man- 
ner as if she were a femme sole. 

But the marriage of Mrs. Huffington did 
not remove the disability of infancy. This 
Gisabillity attaches as well to infant wives as 
to unmarried infants. [II. Bishop on Married 
Women, Section 513.) 

If owing to her minority she cannot receive 
or receipt for her portion of her father’s 
estate for the same reason she cannot give a 
valid consent to its —o by any one else. 

When she becomes of lawful age the admin- 
istrator must settle with her, or with her duly 
authorized agent in the same manner as if she 
were a singie woman. Cummings appeal, 11 
Penn., State R., . 

The administrator and his sureties are not 
in default. Having no duly appointed curator 
or trustee of her separate estate, plaintiff can- 
not recover in this action. The demurrer 
will, therefore, be sustained.

Judge Withrow says in his 
decree that $10,000 is excessive, and if the 
plaintiff will, within five days, filea stipuia- 
tion consenting to a judgment for $5, the 
motion for a new trial will be overruled, 
otherwise it will be sustained.

THE BOSTON's CRUISE. 


An American Consul Imprisoned by Order ef 
1 Jeffe Politico, 
By Telegravh to the Fosr-Disraren. 

New Tonk, January 23.—The recent cruise 
of the Boston, it turns Out was franght with 
diplomatic incidents fully as important as her 
investigation of the selzure of the Haytien 
Republic, but concerning which the public 
have been so far ignorant. The Boston was 
first ordered to Livingston, Guatemala, to in- 
vestigate the imprisonment of the American 
Consul at that place and to demand an 
apology for the outrage. It seems that the 
Jeffe Politico,or clyil governor of the province, 
in which Livingston ie situated, came to that 
city on a tour of inspection and drank freely of 
the flowing bowl. The American Consul there 
owns a boat and the Jeffe Politico took 
a notion he would like that boat and there- 
upon demanded it. The American Consul ex- 
plained that while he would like to oblige his 
serene inebriatedness he had use for the boat 
and must refuse to give it up. Thereupon the 
Jette threw the Consul into a most horrible and 
filthy calaboose and made sundry threats 
against him in more or less coherent Spanish. 
There are about fifteen Americans in Livings- 
ton, and when they heard of the outrages 


they remembered the good old customs of |. 


their land, and arming themselves, started 
out to tear down the calaboose and 
lynch Jeffe. He had with him a guard 
of twenty or thirty native soldiers, 
whose annihilation the Americans con- 
sidered would only be an incident in 
the evening’s entertainment. But some of 
the more conservative of the Americans pre- 
valled upon the rest to try to reason with the 
Governor before committing any overt act. 
This was done, and owing to the strong re- 
spect for the Smith & Wesson revolver enter- 
tained in Guatemala the force of the Amer- 
icans’ argument was seen and the Consul 
liberated after three hours’ imprisonment. 
But the Insult to the flag from under whose 
folds the Consul had been dragged, was not 
atoned for, and the Boston was sent down to 
see about it. When the cruiser arrived and 
her guns frowned threateningly at the town, 
the Governor made a most full and ample 


apology. He would have saluted the flag in 
token of his sincere repentence only he had 
no gans or powder to do it with.

Corn Island lies off the coast of 
Nicaragua and hb owned by that nation. It is 
the key of the proposed Nicaraguan canal 
from a military point of view. Information 
was received at the State Department 
that the United States of Colombia had 
set up some antiquated claim to the 
island and had entered intoa secret compact 
with France to take possession of it and cede 
the French Government a coaling station 
there. This would enable France to command 
the eastern entrance to the Nicaraguan Canal, 
a thing which manifestly could not be allowed 
by the United States. When the Boston 
reached Corn Island it was found that the 
Nicaraguan Government had aiso heard of the 
intended seizure of the island and had sent a 
garrison there with instructions to the com- 
manoding officer to forcibly resist 
any attempt to occupy the place 
by a foreign power. The Boston stayed there 
for some time and then went to Jamaica to 
communicate with Washington. Thence she 
was ordered to Hayti. The rest of her event- 
ful cruise is wellkn wn. The garrison which 
the Nicaraguan Government sent to Corn 
Island has been withdrawn, but whether the 
French still cherish a scheme of establishing 

coaling station there and controling the 

icaraguan Canal is known only to those who 
are possessed of that little wisdom which 
rules the worid.

TRIBAL LANDLORDIS& 

There is no end of misleading bosh about 
the violation of Indian treaties by the 
United States Government and its disre- 
gard of the land titles it has conferred 
on Indians. 

Tribal patents to lands in the Indian 
Territory are not more valid in law nor 
more sacred from a moral point of view 
than the white settler’s titlé to land he 
has bought from the Government and 
paid for with his money and improved 
with his labor. But when the settler’s 
land is taken from him for public use, 
against his will, and he is compelled to 
part with it ata price fixed, not by him- 
self, but by a jury towhom the question 
of compensation is referred by legal proo- 
ess, nobody denounces the process as an 
invasion of his rights or sheds tears over 
his wrongs. 

It is only when a tribal patent covers a 
vast body of fertile land, and keeps it a 
great game preserve for a few idle In- 
dians by excluding people who would cul- 
tivate and improve it, that an exercise 
of the sovereign power of eminent do- 
main is denounced as robbery or as a 
criminal and cruel disregard of an in- 
violable title. 

If a white man or an incorporated com- 
pany of white citizens now held possession 
of the Indian Territory by a title as valid 
as any Government can confer, would it 
be good policy to let that title remain for- 
ever abar to settlement, to civilization 
and to the extension of our system of 
State Government over every foot of our 
soil? What principle of law, public 
policy or public justice would forbid the 
rescue of that land from a dead hand’?

He Says Legislater Kneisley Is Fighting 
Him on Personal Grounds, and He Isat 
a Los to Account for Other Parts of the 
Attack — News and Netes Among the 
State Legisiaters.

JEFFERSON City, January 29.—The appear- 
ance of the printed reportof the committee 
which investigated the State University and 
the Agricultural Farm and the presence here 
of Prof. J. W. Sanborn, resulted in the intro- 
duction of resolutions in the House this morn- 
ing, which created the greatest excitement df 
the session thus far. In addition to the Webb 
resolution to appoint a committee of inquiry 
there were no less than three others, written 
by Democratic members of the same general 
tenor which would have been presented had 
the one mentioned failed of ite object, If 
there is one thing on which the House appears 
to bea unitit is on the advisability of in- 
vestigating the State University and the Agri- 
cultural College and farm. The debate on the 
subject in the morning will probably be lively 
and entertaining. Tosay ‘*Sanborn’’ to Capt. 
Kneisly of Boone County is like shaking a red 
flag ata mad buli—the effect is sure to be 
striking. 

Prof. Sanborn was seen in his room at the 
Madison House by your correspondent this 
evening. He said: 

„80 far as Capt. Kneisly is concerned, the 
attack on me is from purely personal motives. 
Kneisly talks like an Anarchist. I don’t 
think what he says has much weight.“

Curcaco, III., January 23.—A meeting of 
members of the Arbeiter Bund for the purpose 
of talking over its affairs and electing officers 
was held last evening.

Kansas City, Mo., January 238.—For some 
time past Samuel Hatton, a railroad employe 
at Riley, Kan., had tried to force, his atten- 
tions upon the wife of W. H. Beal, his fore- 
man. Monday Beal notified Hatton that his 
services would be needed only half the time. 
Monday night Hatton and Beal talked to-

Can the Post-DisPaTou enlighten a reader 
as to the cause of a terrible stench along the 
line of the Washington avenue sewer? The 
odor reminds one of some product of gas or 
gasoline. It has been noticed in email quanti. 
4 now and then for a long time, buat last 
(Monday) eveniog toward 10 o'clock it became 
almost unbearable in two  »bulidings— 
one near Eighteenth street, the other 
near Garrison avenue—that were visited by 
the writer, in one of which, at least, 
the plumbing was supposed to be tn repair. 
Between these two points every sewer trap 
along the street emitted a volume of the same 
fetid gas that was — of nauseating 

If this indicates only a disagreeable sub- 
stance, nothi more, K i¢ a nuisance that 
ought to be ated. If it shows that the 
traps do not cut off the emanations from our 
sewers, even when they are pronounced in 

order, the Board of Heaith vught to 
stimulate sanitary engineers to produce some- 
thing safer and better. READER. 


After reading the communication the Sewer 
Com missioner said that on the day mentioned 
in the letter he had noticed the same peculiar 
smell of gasoline fer several squares in the 
Western part of the city and along the 
line of the Cable & Western road. The eon 
Guctors and cripmen on the cars also noticed 
the smell and examined their lampe carefully 
to see that the leakage was not there. The 
smell cannot come from the sewers direct, 
but ean be from gasoline thet bas been thrown 
into a sewer probabiy some distance away. 
If gasoline in any quantity bed been thrown 
into Mill Creek 22 the natural tendency of 
the gas would have been agalinet the stream 
of the sewer which wo carry i 
toward the place where the smell was most 
noticeable. There are no defects in the sew- 
ers where the smell was strongest and the 


sewer Commissioner is at a loss to explain the 
cause.

There shall be also two 
assistant physicians, who shall receive a 
salary of sto a month each,

HAULING ORE FOR NOTHING. 

„Another plan by which a railroad was 
tricked into hauling freight at a price not 
contemplated by the tariff,“ Mr. McIntyre 
went on to say, was practiced on the 
Central Pacific. There was a silver 
mine near Truckee, Nev., which 
produced some rich ore, but not in sufficient 

uantities to justify the erection of a mill. 
‘he freights were tremendous, being based 
on all that the traffic would stand, and so ar- 
ranged that just enough would be left the 
shipper to prevent him from going out of 
business. The owners of the mine were just 
about paying expenses, when, to their sur- 
prise, they received a very good offer for their 
property which they gladly accepted, after 
the sale was made telling the purchaser that 
he had an elephant on his hands. He, how- 
ever, knew what he was about. 
4 friend in charge of a 
belonging to the construction department, to 
whom was intrusted the hauling of rock for 
ballasting a division of the road, filling cuts 
and such matters.
